Counsel for British Columbia Government Asks Federal 
Cabinet to Place This Province on Par With Eastern 
Canada When Proposed Lower Rates on Shipments 
to Ports in Britain and Other European Countries 
Come Into Force.

Ottawa, Feb. 0.—With a elear-eut demand-for reduetiohs ini 
Pacific Ocean freight rates equal to those planned for Atlantic 
shipping, British Columbia suddenly fired the first gun of a 
new ocean rate campaigu here to-day. Vigorous representations 
for a cut of approximately thirty per cent in rates on freight 
moving out of British Columbia ports to Kuropc made to members 
of the Federul Government this morhing by U. G. McGeer. K.C., 
Provincial Government rate counsel, took the capital completely 
by surprise. 

Believing instant action is needed to protect British Columbia 
interests in the reported arrangement for rate reductions on 
the North Atlanite Ocean. Mr. McGeer moved on his own 
responsibility as soon as the conseqdenees of the new situation 
became clear. He announced he would report immediately' to 
Premier Oliver, the Vancouver Merchants’ Exchange and other 
interested bodies on the present sensational turn of events so 
the Pacific coast could take steps to save itself from competition 
of greatly reduced Atlantic shipping costs. 

In a statement McGeer commended the reported action of the 
Government in arranging Witt a "British line to reduce Atlantic 
rates in return for a subsidy, but he added, "unless these low

Ottawa, Feb. !* (Canadian Press)—An export duty on Can¬ 
adian wheat entering the United States is discussed in the report 
of the royal commission whieb last year investigated the Can¬ 
adian grain trade, and the report says that “while as a general 
thing export duties arc to be deprecated, the exceptional situa¬ 
tion that arises in this instance might warrant such an impost.” 

Kvery phase of the grain trade is discussed in the report, which 
was signed without dissent by all four commissioners, of which 
the chairman was Mr. .luslice W. F. A. Turgeon of .Saskatchewan. 
The report was tabled in the House of Commons to-day.
